The matter of the X-ray room was 
repormed on, also, and this, when com- 
pleted and 6uffictently added equip- 
ment made, it wouid compare favor- 
ably with the best of its kind. Two 
invalid chairs, which had been donat- 
ed by the Ald were tncorporated in 
the report of Miss Campbell, as being 
very much appreciated, and truly a 
valued asset. These chairs, {t will be 
remembered, were given in memory 
of the late Mrs. John Chalmers, and 
the preceding lady superintendent. 

The treasurer also reported that a 
Victory bond for $1150 had been tak- 
en out. This !s kept in trust money 
towards the furnishing of the new 
wing. 

Nominations for the Local Council 
of Women received due consideration 
and letters of thanks were to be sent 
to all who had helped to make the year 
the success it proved.

Hortense, Duchess of Mazarin, was 
the daughter of Lorenzo Mancini, a 
nobleman of Rome, and was born in 
1647.

In 1660 she 
married the Duke de Mayenne, who 
on the marriage took the name and 
title of Mazarin, They were unsuited 
to each other, but lived quietly for 
six years, when Hortense suddenly left 
him and sought a legal separation. 
| Unsuccessful {n this, she fled and 
| roamed through Europe. In 1678 she 
arrived tn London and soon became 
one of the favorites of Charles II. On 
| her death, in 1699, she was so much 
in debt that creditors seized her body.

Butter is very high in actual 
|nutritive value, but its nutritive 


| value is secondary to its value as 
an aid to nutrition by reason of 
|the special character of its con- 
tents. Butter is not eaten as a 
food, but as an aid to appetite and 
| digestion—especially the latter. 
It may be possible to provide an 
imitation of butter that will have 
some food value, and that will 
lalso deceive the sense of sight, 
taste, or smell. But the human 
digestive apparatus is not interest- 
ed in either the appearance, flavor 
or aroma of any article of food. It 
must have the proper materials 
/to work upon or it cannot work 
isatisfactorily. And, after all, it is 
upon the work of the digestive ap- 
paratus that the life of mankind 
directly depends. It is, of course 
possible to sustain life without 
‘the use of butter. On the other 
hand, butter has been recognized 
throughout all the ages and in all 
lands and climes as a desirable 
and beneficial article of human 
diet, The fact that any certain 
article has to some extent the ap- 
pearance or taste of butter does 
not alter the fact that in truth it 
is radically different and cannot 
‘meet the needs of the system that 
butter does. 


Those who can pay for good 
butter do not buy oleomarga- 
rine. It is only those who 


|feel that they cannot afford good 
butter who buy oleomargarine. 
That is to say oleo is sold only to 
the people of more limited means, 
who buy under the impression that 
they are getting better value for 


their money than if they paid for! 
good or even second-class butter, 


because they get the appearance 
and pessibly some portion of the 
taste, with greater bulk. In actual 
fact they are not getting either 
the food or digestive value of the 
butter that the same amount of 
;money would buy. They are in 
fact paying out money for some- 
thing that they are not getting, 
and to that extent their money is 
being taken from them without 
proper return. Instead of the sale 
of oleomargarine being a beneficial 
concession to the people of limited 
income it is merely another means 
of taking their money from them 
without giving real value, They 
are worse off financially for every 
pound of oleo they buy. 

Except in so far as oleo tends 
to keep down the price of real 
butter its sale and use is 
deteriment to the community. As 
the price of creamery butter is 
limited or occasional. Its only cer- 
tain effect is to depress the price 
of dairy butter, with which alone 
it competes on the market.

General Manager's Address 


We are crossing the meridian into 
| the second half-century of the bank’s 
existence, and, pausing to look back, 
Wwe may well feel satisfaction in what 
has been accomplished in a compar- 
atively short period of time. While 
we hold second place only among the 
Canadian banks in the matter of 
“total assets,” we may point to 
premier position as regards “current 
loans and discounts in Canada,” as 
an indication of the importance of 
the shape taken by this bank in the 
task of providing for the financial 
requirements of the mercantile com- 
munity, and of carrying on the daily 
business of the country. In this con- 
nection it is interesting*to note that} 
»y the year 1912 the current loans 
and discounts in Canada of this bank 


were three times ag great as those! 
of all the Canadian banks in the year | 
in which it was forndead.

hoped on this anniversary to announce | 
the increase of the rest to an amount) 
equal to the paid-up capital of the!

A Conservative Policy 
We have deemed it wise to follow | 
a specially cautious and conservative | 
policy and to provide during the war 
even more thoroughly than usual for | 
any element of doubt in the loans and 
securities of the bank. The incras-} 
ingly keen competition in business has | 
resulted in the banks being called 
upon to perform far greater services 
for smaller remuneration, so that the | 
increase in the volume of their busi- 
ness {s out of proportion to the In-| 
crease in their profits.

Malf-Century Mark 
To mark the semi-centennial anni- 
versary of the founding of the bank!

In the course of a compara- 
tively short career it has taken over 
several much older institutions, which 
were among the pioneers of Canadian 
banking in their respective districts. 
For this reason in more than one 
province its roots go back to the be-

The cost of operation, that is, of 
labor, materials and supplies, has 
risen enormously in recent years, 


without a corresponding increase in 
the revenue from transportation. It 
is not always borne in mind that the 
development of Canada and its sub- 
sequent increase in wealth and popu- 
lation, would not have been possible 
without the construction of the ratl- 
roads, and that the large number of 
people who have invested in rallroad 
| securities. have, therefore, performed 
a public service of the highest im- 
portance. Whatever may have been 
the motives which propmted the in- 
vestment, this service still calls for 
some measure of recognition, 
Need of Greater Thrift 

And now a few words as to the 
future. Up to the present the high 
cost of living, of which we hear so 
much, has borne heavily on compara- 
tively few. The great majority of 
Canadians who are not serving in the 
armed forces of the Empire are em- 
ployed at high wages in war indu#- 
tries, They have more to spend than 
they ever had before, and many are 
spending it. They scorn carefulness 
and the small economies that must 
perforce be practiced by the inhabi- 
tants of less favored countries. But 
there will’ come a time when high 
taxation and uncertainty as to the 
future will make men hesitate to em- 
bark on new enterprises, when there 
will be double the number of appli- 
cants for half the number of Jobs,.and 
when food will be still more scarce 
than it is at present. Only then shall 
we realize the full effects of the high 
cost of living? The great need of the 
world will then be abundance of food, 
at reasonable prices, and if we in 
stimulating production, 
transportation and distribution, are 
able to supply the nations {n abund- 
ance, we shall not only have laid 
broad and deep the foundations of 
prosperity for ourselves, but shall 
have earned the gratitude of the na- 
tions, We shall have found a way to 
utilize the services of the unemployed 
and to lower as far as possible the 
high cost of living. ‘ 

After the War 

The machinery for accomplishing 
this cannot be created on the spur of 
the moment, and we must equip our- 
selves beforehand to cope with the 
changed conditions which will prevail 
after the war. We must so co-ordin- 
ate the productive forces of the nation 
that there will be, a9 it were, the 
nucleus of an organization already 
prepared to utilize the labor of the 
unemployed in the production of food, 
and in its distribution and transporta- 
tion to the great markets abroad, The 
period of strain immediately follow- 
ing the war will pass away in time 
and normal conditions will again pre- 
vail, In order that this trade should 
be permanently successful under these 
normal conditions, it must be organ- 
ized from the beginning with a view 
to efficiency and placed on a sound 
economic basis. When we consider 
what difficulties have been overcome 
in ortler to transport fresh meat from 
Australia, New Zealand and the Argen- 
tine through the tropical zone to the 
markets of Europe, we cannot but be- 
lHeve that the less serious difficulties 
confronting Canada can be success- 
fully solved. We havg millions of 
acres of productive land, we expect to 
have an abundance of labor, but we 
require organization and leadership. 

- President's Address 

The President then said: 

We meet again with the shadow of 
the great war affecting everything we 
say or do. We are nearer the end 
than we were a year ago, but only be- 
cause a year has passed; in other 
ways there is no sign of the end. Al-

As pointed out at th t 
annual meeting, the principal reason 
for the high level of the note circu- 
lation are twofold: first, the high 
jlevel of all prices, and second, the 
| Rreat business activity caused by the 
large orders for merchandise and mu- 
nitions plaged fa Canada by the al- 
lied Governments. A few years ago 
it would have been considered most 
extraordinary that the total note cir- 
culation of all the banks should be 
throughout the year in excess of the 
total of their paid-up capital. The 
course of events has thus fully vindi- 
cated the foresight of those who de- 
vised the provisions of the Bank 
Act under which the central gold re- 
serves Were established, as otherwise 
there would be today no regular sta- 
tutory wrovision for the additional 
bank-note currency needed to carry 
on the business of the country,

the enemy, the United States Gov- 
ernment placed an embargo on ex. 
ports of the metal. Upon represen- 
tations being made at Washington, 
however, through the Canadian 
Bankers’ Association, as to the un- 
fairness of enforcing the embargo. 
against us, the release to Canada of 
a certain amount of gold was ar- 
ranged for, While this will doubtless 
ald in the stabilizing of the exchange 
between the two countries we feel 
that it is Important thet the under- 
lying gold reserves of Canada should 
be increased to correspcnd with the 
ereat Increase in the Habilities of the 
Canadian banks resulting from war 
activities. To this end we consider 
that our endeavors should be direct- 
ed, and we belleve also. that the 
Government of Canada should place 
an ombargo on the export of gold 
produced in Canata, and see that it 
ig made ovatiable for th's nurpose. 
Railways a Vital Factor 
Probably few people realize how 


changes. The submarine menace, so 
minous at one time, is still very_ser- 
fous, “held but not yet mastered,” as 
Sir Eric Geddes lately said. However, 
we no longer doubt our ability to 
cope with it, partly by a lessening In 
the number of ships lost and rert'y 
by vastly increased shipbuilding. The 
collapse 1n Russia and the set-back 
in Italy have altered the aspect on 
the western front from one in which 
victory seemed near to one in which 
it may perhaps be necessary to wait 
for the new armies of the great re- 
public, before the war can be pressed 
to its final stage. Unless Russia comes 
back into the fighting line, we have 
to meet the armies of the enemy thus 
released, but we are not afraid of 
the enemy ever again breaking 
through the western front, and by next 
spring not only will there be a great 
accesston of strength from the United 


States for fighting on land, but the 
buildimg of armies of airmen wil!

Our greatest danger is lest 
we should falter, because victory is 
less easy to attain than we thought, 
Foreign Trade Improves 

In considering our industrial affairs 
we find that, disregarding as usual 
shipments of gold and bullion, our 
exports for the fiscal year ending 31st 
March last, were $314,706,654 in ex- 
cess of our imports, and for the fol- 
lowing six months ending 80th Sen- 
tember, the excess was $237,574,462 
making for the eighteen months a 
surplus of $552,281,116 in the value of 
our exports, The gain in exports for 
the fiscal year was $399,911,080, while 
the increase in imports was $334,292,- 
650. We therefore improved the results 
of our foreign trade by $65,618,380 
as compared with the year preceding, 
The figures for the broken period in- 
dicte' an increase ©n a much larger 
scale, Of the improvement during the 
fiscal year, Over 350 millions is due to 
agriculture and to manufacture, the 
total increase from the mine, the for- 
est, the fisheries and an!ma!s and their 
products being less than 60 millions. 
The export of manufactures mounted 
to 487 millions, an increase of 237 
milllons over those of the preceding 
year. There {is an increase in® exports 
and imports under almost every head- 
ing, but the only very noticeable item 
{s that of $149,950,000 for military 
stores, munitions of war, etc., ‘Import- 
ed and remaining the property of the 
Imperial Government.” In this there 
is an increase of $111,296,000 over the 
corresponding figures for 1916, These 
imports, mainly necessary to complete 
munitions being made in Canada do 
not affect this country in a financial 
way.

Of the various forms in which tron,

These partially manufactured 
articles come under a great variety 
of headings, but they are all, or al- 
most all, forms that we should even- 
tually make in Canada. I regret to say 
that articles of luxury still show ra- 
ther too prominently in the list of im- 
ports, and there is not much evidence 
of restraint on the part of Canadians 
in the purchase of unnecessary things. 
A surplus of 550 millions in our for- 
eign trade for the 18 months ending 
September last leaves, even after in- 
terest on foreign indebtedness has 
been paid, a sum of money unheard 
of in the past, and to this is to be 
added the results of the crops since 
marketed or still to be marketed, at 
prices hitherto unequalled, as well as 
the results of other products of our 
industry, The field crops of Canada 
for 1917 are valued at $1,089,000,000. 
All of this vast wealth ts, however, 
needed for the conduct of the war 
and the problem of the hour its how 
to apply it to that purpose, wherever it 
is not needed for same other equally 
urgent purpore, 
Government Credits 

Great Britain, by shipments from 

various parts of the world through 


Canada to the United States has sent 
to that country over a Dillion dcl- 
lars in gold, but the time has now 
come when she must have credit for 
practically all her purchases, and ob- 
viously our own government must 
have similar credit, except to the ex- 
tent to which the cost of the war is 
paid by taxation. The extent to 
which we can supply money to our 
own government for its share in the 
cost of the war and also supply 
money to Great Britain for muni- 
tions of all kinds, including the ag- 
ricultural and pastoral products of 
Canada bought by Great Britain, de- 
pends on how far we are willing to 
tavold spending money on anything 
unnecessary to reasonable well-being, 
and clearly such an effort wo have 
not made. Capital is not, however, 
in any large measure, being fixed 
in betterments, either by individuals, 
municipalities or provincial and Do- 
minion governments, and thoughtful 
people, at least, are spending less, 
and realize that we are engaged in 
the struggle of the ages. Now that 
the United States has entered the war 
there is no market for our securi- 
ties outside our own borders, and 
therefore we are being put to a 
greater test of our economic powers 
than ever before. If province or mu- 
nicipalities have securities to sell they 
must be sold at home. 
Trade With United States 

In the year ending 31st March 1917,

865 millions abroad, and of these 


678 millions came from the United 
States. As we sold that country only 
290 millions we had to find 388 mil- 
lions in money or securities. We 
can now sell securities nowhere but 
at home, and our export and import 
business is done almost entirely with 
Great Britain and the United States. 
We export to Great Britain enough 
more than we import to cover our 
shortage with the United States, and 
a large sum besides. Therefore it is 
clear that in respect of what we owe 
the United States that country must 
lend to Great Britain a sum _ cor- 
responding to our sales to the latter 
country, if we are to continue to trade 
with the United States. Since the 
United States has entered “the war, 
however, large orders for war sup- 
plies for their use have been placed 
In Canada, and it is too early to teli 
how these will affect our trade _bal- 
ance with that country. It should not 
be hard to understand from these 
figures how vitally important it 1s 
that we should not buy outside Can- 
ada a dollac’s worth of merchandise 
that is not absolutely required for 
our most pressing national purpose, 
which is to win the war, 


Government Issucs 


The success of the finance minister 
in his share of the financing of the 
war has been so signal and its fatest 
phase $s so well known to you, that 
I repeat certain details now only for 
the information of our forelgn share- 
holders and correspondents. In Jan- 
uary the issue of War Savings Cer- 
tifcates began, and thus far over 
195,000 have been sold, amounting tu 
twelve million dollars. The {mport- 
ance of these certificates, which are 
issued in denominations of $19, $25, 
$5u and $100, is not so much the 
amount thus secured as the oppor- 
tunity they offer to almost every in- 
dividual to save and to take some 
share in the nation’s financing. In 
March the third Canadian war loan 
was brought out. The omount to be 
issued was £160,000 000, the loan be- 
ing for twenty years with 6 per cent. 
interest, and the price 9¢. The net 
subscriptions, after deducting con- 
versions and the subscriptions of the 
banks, amounted to  $182,000,000, 
There were 40,000 subscribers, as 
against 25,900 for the firet and 30,000 
for the second loan, the total thus 
tar secured being $350,000,000. As no 
unusual effort was made, the results 
were very, gratifying. In August the 
minister secured in New York, by 


two year 5 per cent notes,$100,006,000, | 
of which 20 millions were used to! 
retire the balance of a loan ohktained | 


in 1915. In November the fourth 
Canadian war loan was offered. At 
that tiie we had before us the fact 
that while the finance minister had 
readily obtained from the Canadian 
people what he had asked for, they 
had subscribed to the third loan in 
the proportion of only about one in 
every two hundred. 
807,000 Subscribers 

Having this in mind, the finance 

minister created an organization cal- 


culated to show what the Canadian | 


people could ao. An extraordinary 


body of bond-sellers, bankers and | 
otHer business men, aided by the 
8,000 branches of the banks, in a 


comparatively short campaign secur- 
ed subscriptions for 417 millions uf 
dollars from 807,000 people, If to 
these we add the 195,000 purchasers 
of War Savings Certificates and dis- 
regard the duplication of names, we 
find that about one in eight of our 
people have responded to the call, 
The minister had offered a loan of 
$150,000,000, repayable in 5, 10, or 206 
yeurs with 6% per cent interest is- 
sued at war with a slight advantage 
in interest to the subscriber in mak- 
ing his payments. He had stated 
that subscriptions fn excess of 150 
millions would be accepted in whole 
or in part, and the hope was that 
260 or 800 millions would be secured 
It is safe to suy that such a figure as 
400 millions was not deemed to be 
within the realm of possibility. 
War Pinances 

The actual disbursements of Can- 
ada for the war, to 30th November 
amounted to $685,000,000. To this 
must be added outstanding expenses 
and estimates for the balance of the 
year to cover requirements here, 
Great Britain and in the fleld of 
war. These, carefully computed, in- 
dicate that at the end of the year the 
cost of the war to Canada was about 
$760,000,000, It is well known that, 
in addition to the task of finding 
money for such vast expenditure, the 
Finance Minister has been called 
upon to aid the Imperial Government 
to provide for a large part of the 
cost of munitions, ete, purchased in 
Canada, In addition to aavances to 
the Imperial Munitions Board of 380 
millions, as much as 82 milllons was 
lent for the purchase of cheese, 15 
millions for agricultural products 
end about as much more for other 
ltems. Against this there are offsets 
in connection with the upkeep of our 
troops and with other matters, but 
the final result at the moment leaves 
Great Britain considerably in debt to 
the Canadian ~overnment,_ 

The Chartered Banks 

A comnn” of theefigures of the 
chartered banks as in 
in October last is very impressive. 
se total Habilities have grown from 
$1,323,252,000 to $1,995,488,000, an in- 
crease of $672,236.000, the growth in 
deposits being $589,837.000 and in 
rote circulation $95,087,000. As 
arainst. this, loans have increased 
$128,544,000, securitics $520,742. 000, 
eash $70,572,000, exchanges with 
other banks $50,911,000, balances due 
by foreign banks $20,429,000, and de- 
posits against excess circulation $76,- 
270,000, The addition to loans and 
eecurities of $450,000,000, and that 
large part of the rematning loans 
which has taken the place of ordinary 
‘ndustrial loans before the war. rep- 
resent the financial ald rendered by 
the banks to the carrying on of the 
war, but the banks nave now io lace 
the loss tn deposits which will be 
caused by the payments to be made 
for the Victory Loan, This will in any 
event mean something between three 
and four hundred millions of dollars 
by next May.

Ship Bullding

Lord Wimborne, British Polo Enthusiast, 42 Tomorrow. 

To spend $150,000 on the chance of winning a sporting event is a 
pretty game sort of a proposition, but it is just what Baron Wim- 
borne did in his successful attempt in 1914, a month before the war 
broke out, to lift the international polo cup. Baron Wimborne, who 
will be forty-five tomorrow, has for years been a polo enthusiast. 
When he first announced his intention of trying for the trophy then 
held by the American poloists, the croakers set up a howl of derision, 
Few of the polo club members and newspaper experts had any con- 
fidence in the project, but that didn’t deter the young nobleman. 
He planned a campaign in which money didn't figure. He bought 
and tried scores of ponies to get mounts for the men, all of them 
British army officers. Ie sent out scouts who scoured Kurope, India 
and North and South America in their hunt for ponies. First and 
last, his ponies cost him probably $100,000, although it may have 
been a trifle more or less, The thirty-six ponies which he brought 
to America probably stood him an average of $2,000 each, and dozens 
of animals were tried and later discarded before he finally retained 
the thirty for the games. The job of finding these ponies cost 
him a pretty penny, and their care w a considerable item, One of 
the best of British trairers was engaged, and a small army of boys, 
hostlers and farriers were brought to America. Before they were 
shipped across the Atlantic, most of the ponies were taken to Spain 
for six months of special training, Lord Wimborne had sixty-four 
ponies at Madrid, undergoing the training and weeding-out process, 
Picking the men who were to ride the ponies presented a multitude 
of problems, Scores of army men capable of playing polo at its best 
were at the disposal of Lord Wimborne. The team he finally picked 
did not contain some of the men he desired, but nevertheless it was a 
better team than America could put in the field. Since the beginning 
of the war a number of the crack polo players of the British army 
have been killed or wounded. The Twelfth Royal Lancers, one of 
the most famous of “polo regiments,” has suffered especially, a score 
or more of its crack players having either been killed or wounded,

Empire Has Given 7,000,000 to Army; 


Ireland is Still Exempt From Draft 


London, Jan. 14—Between 420,000 and 450,000 troops must be raised at once in 
this country, Sir Auckland Geddes, minister of national service, told the house of 


commons today. 


The minister said this was the absolute minimum and that it might be necessary 
during the year to take more men from civil life for the army. : 

Sir Auckland said the government had decided not to introduce conscription in 
Ireland for the present, nor to change the military age limit. Great Britain and the 
colonies, he added, had raised 7,000,000 men. 

“Plain facts,” said the minister, “do not support the statement that the armies 
are melting for the lack of recruits and that recruiting has broken down. 

“The withdrawal of Russia means that not less than 1,600,000 men will be made 


available on the western front,” said the minister. 


Notwithstanding Russia’s dis- 


affection, the resources of the allies and America are sufficient to assure victory, and 
nothing but a psychological catastrophe can save the central powers.”

Bankers’ association, A certain 
amount of gold was released to Can- 
ada This aided in establishing ex- 
change between the two countries, 
but, to quote Sir John, “We feel that 
it is important that the underlying 
gold reserves of Canada shall be in- 
creased td correspond with the great) 
increase in the liabilities of the Cana-| 
dian banks, resulting from war actiy- 
ties. To this end. we consider that 
our endeavors should be directei, 
and we belleve also that the govern- 
ment of Canada should place an em- 
bargo on the export of gold produced 
in Canada and see that it is made 
available for this purpose.” The sug- 
gestion is one which might well re- 
ceive the very earnest attention of 
the commercial public, 

Our Huge Foreign Trade 

Sir Edmund Walker, the president, 
in his exhaustive address, dealt with 
subjects which are of national im- 
portance.

150 CASUALTIES 
AMONG CANADIAN 
NAVAL AVIATORS 
Sixty-two Killed — Recruiting 
Stopped For This Branch of 
Air Service 


Ottawa, Jan. 14.—Official  enlist- 
meut and casualty figures among 
young Canadian aviators recruited 
through the department of the naval 
service here up to Jan. 9, were given 
“out today by the department. The 
statement shows that the total num- 
ber of probationary flight officers ac 


9 was 632, arid of these 577 were sent 
to England 
Naval Air Service, while the remaining 
55 went over to serve in the Royal 
Fiying Corps. The total casualties of- 
ficially reported up to Jan, 9 were 
150. Of this number 62 were deaths, 
while the remainder are classified as 
follows: 

Prisoners of war, 20; missing, 13; 
wounded in action, 25; Injured in fly- 
ing accidents, 80. Of the deaths, 45 
men were killed on service; 9 are 
missing, presumed dead; 4 dled of 
wounds; 1 died while a prisoner of 
war, and 3 were drowned on duty. 

It was stated at the department that 
the Canadian aviators have achieved 
a most enviable reputation while on 
active service. They have been sent 
to practically all fronts and their ree- 
ords have been excellent. The depa 
ment has diseontinued recruiting men 
from the Royal Nava!
